We have now before us a Liverpool paper of the 
sixteenth of April, which was brought by the Dal- 
housie Castle, arrived on Monday evening—the 
mail of this morning brought us the Quebec Mer- 
cury of the sixteenth of April This paper has 
been as long on its journey from Quebec, as the 
other has been from England. 

Seamless Shoes.—A method has been invented 
in England, of making a shoe from a single piece 
of leather, without seam. The mode of operation 
is simple. Thick leather is taken, and cut toa 
shape resembling that of a common s/iffrer when 
pressed flat; it is then split by knives, adapted to 
the use, and the upper portion being raised from 
the lower, is made to conform to the foot by stretch- 
ing iton a /ast, The superfluous parts are then 
pared off, and the manufactured articies are said to 
exceed in neatness, and equal in durability those 
made in the usual way. 

Villany.—Nine valuable horses, belonging to the 
Erie line of stages, were poisoned in Cleveland, 
Ohio, last week, four of which died. On exami- 
nation, the appearance of the stomach and intes- 
tines, strongly indicated the presence of corrosive 
sublimate, and circumstances warrant the suspi- 
cion that it was administered designedly. 

From St. Helena——We learn by the ship Supe- 
rior, Capt. Smith, arrived at New-York on Thurs- 
day from St. Helena, that the establishment intend- 
ed for the residence of Buonaparte is shortly to be 
converted into an extensive sik manufactory. A 
large number of mulberry trees had been imported 
for this purpose, and a number of French artizans 
had arrived t6 superintend the business. 











Latest Foreign Intelligence. 





By the Dalhousie Castle arrived at New-York, 
from Liverpool. English dates to the 16th April 
are received. : 

Mr. CANNING had received and accepted the 
ofice of PRIME MINISTER of England. This 
elevation of Mr. Canning had been most violently 
opposed by the High Aristocratical party, and was 
followed by the resignation of seven members of 
the British Cabinet, viz.—the Lord Chancellor, 
(Eldon}—the Duke of Wellington—Lord Bathurst 
—Mr. Peel—Lord Westmoreland—-Lord Bexley 
—Lord Lowther. 

The language of the Courier is that of very 
strong disapprobation in regard to the course of 
the ex-ministers. ‘The King seems to have acted 
with great energy and decision in this crisis; and 
comparisons have been made between the conduct 
of the father and son, when the former elevated the 
then youthful Pitt.
